.It  Is  probable,  unless  Congress 
shall  pass  new  laws  granting  pen- 
sions tb  all  survivors  of  the  late 
war,  and  tbelr  widows  ond  or- 
phans, that  the  roll  will  Jnow  grow 
smaller  and  smaller  every  year.
